Walter and Cindy Rongey are eyewit- 
nesses to the price that residents living 
in Eastern Europe will pay for their 
freedom in the West. 

“They come over with their whole 
life savings, they come over with 4 car, 
maybe, if they’re lucky, a few clothes,”’ 
said Cindy, 26, originally of Belleville. 
Cindy and her husband, Capt. Walter 
Rongey, 28, of Granite City, an Army 
dentist, have lived in Amberg, West 
Germany, for the past two years. 

The Rongeys spoke with a Journal 
reporter by telephone from their home. 
He is stationed with the 3rd Squadron 
of the 2nd Armored Cavalry Regiment. 

The squadron consists of 900 soldiers, 
responsible for patrolling part of the 
border with East Germany, Walter 
said. He said events of the last several 
weeks haven’t changed the U.S. mission 
in Germany. 

“The NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organizastion) forces and the American 
forces are still here, defending our bor- 
ders,’’ he said. ‘‘The guys on the other 
side (East Germans), y may be a 
little shaky.” " = 

‘Though they’re a 10-hour drive from 
the Berlin Wall, the eys have seen 
first-hand the mass exodus of Eastern 
Europeans drawing the Iron Curtain 
open in recent weeks, even if it’s for 
just a short trip into Western Europe 

fore they head home. 

“We're not seeing as many people 
staying,” said Cindy. ‘“‘They’re shop- 
ping, seeing family they haven’t seen in 
40 years, and then turning around and 
going back home.””

Hanukkah festival celebrates ancient 
Jewish struggle for freedom of religion

Noted author Herman Wouk said, in his book 
“This Is My God,” that the Jewish Seetival of 
Hanukkah, a minor festival for centuries, ‘Ttak- 
en on added significance for Jews in America 
because of its proximity to Christmas, and 
because of how elaborately Christmas is celebrat- 








ends on Dec. 30, in many ways, a celebration of 
freedom of religion. The festival celebrates the 
recapture and purification of the Temple in Jeru- 
salem. The Syrian king Antiochus Epiphanes had 
wrested Judea from«the Egyptians in 167 B.C., 
defiled the Temple and prohibited the practice of 
Judaism. 

For two years, rebels led by Judah Maccabee 
fought a guerilla war against the Syrian forces. On 
the 25th day of the month of Kislev in 165 B.C., 
Judah Maccabee recaptured the Temple and 
began Me days of rededication ceremonies. 

Leg says that Maccabee’s soldiers found only 
enough ritual lamp oil to last one day. They light- 
ed the Temple’s menorah, anyway, and it miracu- 
lously burned for eight days. This is why Hanuk- 
kah is often called the Festival of Lights. 

On the first day of Hanukkah, two candles of the 
nine-candie menorah are lighted and allowed to 
burn down. On the second day, three candles are 
lighted, etc. 

‘Hanukkah in the Old World, Wouk wrote, was “‘a 
shadowy half-holiday of mid-winter... It hardly 
seemed a holiday at all.’” 

But in the New World, he wrote, “‘it was entirely 
natural for a new Jewish generation growing up in 
the United States to feel each Decem! like chil- 
dren in the dark outside a house where there was 
@ gay party (a reference to Christmas celebra- 
tions), pressing their noses wistfully against the 
windows.... Some families solved the problem in 
the simplest way by introducing Christmas i 
Christmas presents, and Christmas carols into 
their homes.’’ 

‘The custom of giving children a small amount of 
money has evolved into general gift-giving, more 
in the fashion of Christmas. But in most Jewish 
homes, the Midrash (the story of Judah Macca- 
bee) is still told, and the traditional Hanukkah

GRANITE CITY — It’s tough to stay on top. 

The Cahokia Comanches, the two-time defending 
champions: of the Granite City Holiday Wrestling 
Tournament, face an even stronger challenge at 
the 29th annual grappling extravaganza this week 
at Memorial Gymnasium.
